LANSING — More Michigan 
sportsmen are expected to go 
deer hunting during the Novem- 
ber 15-30 firearm season, says 
the Nenartmant af Natural Re. 
sources, than the combined 
populations of Lansing, Grand 
Rapids, Ann Aiur, Saginaw, 
Kalamazoo, Alpena, Marquette, 
Escanaba and Sault Ste. Marie. 

That total represents nearly 
725,0G0 peaple, according to 
latest U.S. Census figures, 
which is actually 25,000 less 
than the number who are 
eynected to buy licenses that 
allow them to try their luck in 
outsmarting a whitetail. 

About 1 in 7 hunters should 
be successful in taking home 
venison, which was the exper- 
ience last year when a similar 
number of hunters shot 106,550 
deer in Michigan, including a 
record harvest of 96.370 bucks.

DNR wildlife biologists, who 
monitor deer numbers year- 
round, say Michigan's deer 
population again exceeds the 
ana.million mark — for the 
second year in a row, and only 
the second time in nearly two 
decades — due io a combina- 
tion of successful habitat man- 
agement programs by the DNR, 
an active commercial timber 
market in some parts of the 
state, plus some good tuck with 
recent mild winter weather 
which tngether generally de- 
veloned better food sunniies for 
deer. 

“There's a heck of a lat of 
deer and plenty of deer hunters, 
so 1976 has ail the necessary 
ingredients for another exciting 
and satisfying season,” ob- 
serves the DNR's Dave Jenkins, 
Wildlife Division Chief. "Wea- 
ther conditions could alter the 
success of the hunt, and so 
could the fact that the season 
begins on a Monday — instead 
of a Saturday like last year — 
but biologists are generally 
quite optimistic about the pros- 
pects again this year.” 

Jenkins says most hunters 
traditionally go afield on “open- 
ing day.” Many others bound for 
the northern woods, probably 
will stay near their favorite trails 
throughout the first week, The 
work-bound sportsmen, who 
may not get their tirst crack at a 
deer until the first Saturday and 
Sunday of the season (Nover:~ 
ber 20-21), should help keep the 
hunting pressure high at least 
through that weekend, notes 
Jenkins, 

Northern Lower Michigan a- 
gain boasts the state's largest 
deer concentrations. Louis J. 
Hawn, DNR wildlife statistician, 
says about 4 of every 7 firearm 
deer hunters will seek their 
game in tne Lower Peninsula 
north ehailine: from Muskoson 
to Bay City, where 66,130 deer 
were taken in 1975. 

econd-best region for white- 
tails apparently is southern 
Lower Michigan's farm - bett 
counties where 195,000 hunters 
kilied 24,170 whitetaiis a year 
ago. In the Upper Peninsula,

paign which had as its goal 
the capture of Fort St. 
Joseph. 

French residents of the 
village of Cahokia across the 
Mississippi River from St. 
Louis also had revenge in 
mind when they juined in the 
venture. They, too, had been 
targets of the Indian bands 
that the British nad seni 
against the Mississippi set- 
tlements in May. And they 
also wanted to even the 
score for the massacre of 
Cof. Augustin Mottin de la 
Balme and his fellow French- 
men near what is now Fort 
Wayne, Ind., the following 
October. 

Some contend that the 
Spanish undertook the expe- 
dition to strengthen their 
claim to territory east of the 
Mississippi. Though — this 
does not appear to have been 
the motive, the commander 
of the unit — Captain Don 
Eugene Pouree — after suc- 
ceeding in his mission drew 
una proclamation claiming 
in the name of ite King of 
Spain possession of the re- 
gion. And in treaty negotia- 
tions at Paris in 1762 the 
successful raid was the 
basis for Spanisn ciaims iv 
jand norih of the Ohio River. 
_ Fort St. Joseph had been 
buiit by the French in 1691 at 
{he junction of two impor- 
tant indian trails, but its 
possession passed to the 
British in 1761. During the 
lndian uprising led by Chief 
Pontiac in 1763 the fort was 
captured by Potawatomi war- 
riors and nine British sold- 
iers were killed. After this, 
Great Britain did not re- 
establish the fort as a 
military garrison but instead 
entrusted the affairs of the 
region to French trader Louis 
Chevalier. During the Revo- 
lutionary War, Chevalier was 
suspected of being sympa- 
thetic to the Americans, and 
he and his wife were remov- 
ed to Michilimackinac and 
eventually to Montreal where 
he was tried and acquitted. 
The interpreter for the 1781 
Spanish campaign against 
Fort St. Joseph was Louison 
Chevalier, son of Louis 
Chevalier, Presumably, he 
joined the attack force to 
avenge his father's mistreat- 
ment by the British. 

It wasn’t much of an army 
that undertook the iong trek 
northeastward from St. Louis 
in January of 1781 — just 50 
Spanish militiamen, about a 
dozen French from Cahokia 
and 60 indians. But what it 
lacked in size was more than 
compensated for in courage. 
The difficult march across 
the snow - covered terrain 
between St. Louis and St. 
Joseph's was reminiscent of 
— and perhaps inspired by 
— George Rogers Clark's 
venture against Vincennes. 

The Spanish - French - In- 
dian force reached its desti- 
nation on February 12, 1784. 
The raiders then ran up the 
Spanish flag and stayed until 
the following day when, 
cattying as much loot as 
possible from the settlement 
around the fort, they started 
back toward the Mississippi 


where they arrived early in 


March. 

Details of the attack are 
sketchy and contradictory. 
One historian reports that it 
began at daybreak and that 
the post was surrendered 
immediately. Another con- 
tends that a smaii Engiish 
garrison was driven off. But 
it is generally believed that 
the fort itself was empty, not 
having had a garrison since 
Pontiac's uprising, and that 
it was merely the neigh- 
hoaring traders who were 
conquered. Nonetheless, the

Venison can be success- 
fully canned with a pressure 
canner. Other methods of 
canning are not recommend- 
ed because of the risk of 
food poisoning. Instructions 
f 


or canning meat are ayail- 


able from your county Go- 
operative Extension Service 
in the form of the USDA pub- 
lication, “Home Canning of 
Meat and Poultry”. 
BRINING OR CURING: 

Venison, like other meats, 
can be cured at home. lf 
commerciai curing prepara- 
tions are used, follow manu- 
facturei's directions. Game 
meat may be cured at home 
in a sweet-pickle solution. 
This takes about 28 days. 

To home-cure meat in 
brine, trim meat into pieces 
as nearly uniform as pos- 
sible. Chill the pieces to a 
igiiperature between 34 and 
40 degrees before cutting. 
Keep the meat and brine 
solution at this temperature 
throughout the curing pro- 
cess. Higher temperatures 
will result in spoilage. Lower 
temperatures will retard the 
curing. Fit the pieces of 
meat into a suitable contain- 
er (wooden, crock or other 
sali-resistant material). For 
the top layer, the meat 
should be placed so that the 
outside or skinned side of 
the pieces is up. Cover with 
chilled brine. 

To make brine, heat 4% 
gallons of water. Add 8 
pounds salt, 2 pounds sugar 
and 2 ounces saltpeter, and 
stir until the ingredients 
dissolve. 

Skim the surface and cool 
ihe water io 40 degrees F 
before pouring brine over the 
packed meat. Keep meat 
covered with brine. Curing 
time for the thicker, larger 
pieces is about 3% days per 
pound. Check at least once a 
week to see that'the brine 
does not become ropy or 
spoiled. if signs of spoilage 
appear — cloudy brine or off 
odor — remove the meat and 
place in fresh brine. The 
meat must be kept in brine 
until used.

Election musings:

With a collective sigh of relief that the 
election Is finally over, America now throws 
back its symbolic shoulgers and marches 
into the future. 

Somehow, the republic will survive. A 
nation that has endured the ups and downs 
of administrations headed by such as 
Woodrow ‘Vilson and Warren G. Harding 
and Caivin Coolidge and Herbert Hoover and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Harry Truman and 
Dwight Eisenhower and John F. Kennedy 
and Lyndon B. Johnson and Richard M. 
Nixon and Gerald R. Ford can certainly cope 
with the future — no matter who is running 
the store. 

That's one of the glories of our system, 
and it's always worked so far. [ think it was 
Winston Churchill who pointed out that 
democracy was absolutely the worst form of 
government around -- except for all the 
rest. 


Maybe it's because I'm getting older and 
more jaded as time goes on, bui it seems to 
me that this time, the pre-election cam- 
paigning was even more tedious, tiresome 
and troubling than in most other years. 

An election all too frequently comes 
down to the simple task of choosing ihe 
feast unacceptable between unappealing 
‘alternatives. For president, it seemed to boil 
down to that choice once again. 

It was a tiresome presidential campaign, 
and uninspiring. Part of the reason is the 
polis, and our penchant for prediction based 
on samples. Part of the reason is the 
unquenchable thirst of tne media for new 
{eads, fresh points, something different. 

The question persists: Have technology 
and scientific advances rendered the time- 
honored political campaign not only useless 
but counter-productive? The purpose of a 
campaign should be to help the voter to 
make a better decision; but in reality, does 
the campaign instead diminish the qualifi- 
cations of the voter? | don’t know ... but 1 
wonder. 


Then we get to the question of the 
Michigan election.

lt seemed to me that so much of the 
information that flooded our consciousness 
in the weeks before the election was 


diametrically opposed, with each side s 


producing facts and figures to back their 
claims. 

The bottle ban reduced litter in Oregon ... 
but it didn’t. {t would close bottle pfants ... 
but it would not cost jobs. It would raise the 
cost of beer and pop... it would tower their 
cost ... and on, and on and on. Those 
without a pre-conceived notion would be 
hard put to choose, based on the campaign 
information. 

The same types of contradictions were 
apparent in the other two questions, too. 
The tax ceiling would shift taxes ... but it 
wouldn't. It would raise property taxes ... 
but it wouldn't ... It would heip Iccal 
government, and schools ... but it would 
harm local services ... and on, and on, and 
on. Wiiom are we to believe? 


Another pitiable aspect of the 1976 
election in Michigan, in my opinion, was the 
inclusion of the races for university 
governing boards in this election. Setting 
policy for Wayne State University, Uni- 
versity of Michigan, and Michigan State 
University is mighty important and so is the 
roje of the State Board of Education. But 
these races were lost in the btizzard of 
heavier politicking. it's really a sad 
situation, and should be changed. 

Why not appoint these boards, as is ihe 
case at Central, Western, Eastern and 
Northern Michigan Universities, as well as 
the other state-supported colleges? Poli- 
tics, you say? Pshaw. It simply has not 
happened at the smaller state colleges, and 
most likely would not at the “Big Three” 
either. Just look at the record. Are the 
smaller schools somehow more poorly 
governed than the “Big Three”? Again, look 
at the record. 

And nothing that nappened in tne 1976 
election has changed my opinion that 
judges should be appointed and not 
elected, either. 


Anyway, election 1976 is through. As a 
nation, and as a State, we shall survive. | 
hope the next go-round is more enlighten- 
ing, more productive of ideas and thought, 
and just downright more civilized than 1976.

HEALTH 

This is the second in a series of articles designed to bring you 
closer to Grayling High School. Each week this column will focus 
ona course, program, teacher or other aspect of the Grayling High 
School curriculum. As always, you are invited to visit Grayling High 
School to observe any programs described in this column or to 
discuss quesiions or ideas with school personnel. Please call in 
advance and check in at the general office when you arrive. This 
Week the focus is on Health. 

At Grayling High Schoo! each student is 
successfully complete a one semester health course before 
graduation. Health is also required as part of the curriculum by 
Michigan State law. During the semester the health classes study 
trie following units: (1) Mental and physical health, (2) Preventing 
misuse of alcohol, (3) Preventing misuse of tobacco, (4) Preventing 
drug abuse, (5) Nutrition, (6) Adolescence and growing towards 
maturity, (7) Developing an understanding of sexuality, (8) 
Prevention and contro! of communicable diseases. These units are 
designed to give the students objective insights into what it takes 
to maintain a good mental, physical, social and emotional health 
and the types of behavior that tend to have an adverse effect on the 
Individuals total health. 

The first unit, mental and physical health begins with 
developing overall concept of health. in developing this concept, 
the students should attain knowledge about the characteristics of 
good mental and physical health, normal and abnormal tensions, 
the role of our local health department in our community, 
adjustment mechanisms for handling tensions of every day living 
and matadjustive behavior. 


In units two, thraa and four, students aro informed about 


attain knowledge so that they can distinguish the difference 
between a substance “user” and “abuser”, the effects of substance 
abuseon the human body both immediate and long range gifecis 
and prevention, treatment, and rehabilitation of substance abusers. 


the essential nutrients in a wall balanced diet, the role of the four 


basic food groups in a dally well balanced diet, the basic function: 
of the digestive system, weight control, and food fads and 


fallacies. ‘ * 

in units six and seven adolescence and growing toward 
maturity and developing an understanding of sexuality, the 
students learn about the mental and .physical changes that their 
bodies go through from infancy to adulthood. They will attain 
knowledge about prenatal development and care, hereditary 
characieristics, the tuman birth process, intancy and early 
childhood, puberty, adolesceice and the development of sexual 
attitudes. 

In learning the prevention and control of communicable 
infectious disease process, causative agents of disease and some 
of the more common communicable diseases e.g. the common 
cold, hepatitis, venereal diseases, infectious mononuclecses,! 
athtetes foot, how they are contracted, spread, treated, and what 
can be done to prevent them. 

In summary, these topics are presented to the students 
through the use of given textbooks, study sheets, class discussion, 
guest speakers and audio visual aids. 

Health is taught by Fred Wolcott, whose college major is 
health education. Fred is teaching for his second year at Grayling 
High School and his eleventh year totalling all experience. 

Health is also taught by Gayle Prause who has a college minor 
in Biology and is teaching at Grayling High Schoo! for her sixth 
yoar.

As in 1975, too, Hunter's 
Ghoice options for antlerless 
deer hunting are good only from 
November 15-21 in southern 
Michigan counties. In the north- 
ern halt of the Lower Peninsula, 
the option extends a week 
longer than in 1975 — from 
November 15-30. Only bucks-are 
legal in the Upper Peninsula. 

“Prospects for success are 
good, but the ONR would like to 
be able to say after the season 
that 1976 was the safest season 
ever, which means that hunters 
are going to have to beat their 
record sei during the 1975 se2- 
son," states Jenkins. “Sports- 
men can only do that if every- 
body behaves responsibly and if 
everybody hunts defensively. 
Hunters should not put them- 
selves in a dangerous position 
— over one-half of all firearm 
deer hunting accidents occur 
within distances of less than 10 
yards from an accidental dis- 
charge from one’s own gun or 
by someone in his hunting 
party, and generally through 


carelessness or bad judgment.” __ 


Jenkins reports that only 48 
gun-related accidents were re- 
corded in 1975, invoiving only 
about one 
sportsmen afield. He says that 
conitaty iu sume reports tat 
play up the number of fatal 
hunting accidents (nine were 
recorded in 1975), the accident 
rale per 100,000 deer hunisrs 
has been steadily decraasing for 
over 30 years. 

“Think safety and hunt safely, 
and one’s chances for an acci- 
dent-free season is almost 
guaranteed,” says Jenkins 
“And wear. ‘hunter's orange’ 
clothing to make yourself more 
visible to others afield.” 

Jenkins adds that DNR wild- 
life biologists encourage suc- 
cessful hunters to bring their 


. deer through any of four “check- 


ing stations" manned by De- 
partment personnel for gather- 
ing biological data that is useful 
in determining future seasons. 
The stations are located through 
the first week of the flrearm 
season along I-75 south of Bay 


City, on US-27 north of Alma,
